INTRODUCTION 

This Catalogue lays claim to some degree of originality if only for its 
varied departures from the more conventional ones on like subjects which 
have heretofore prevailed. They are usu^ly found to concentrate or con- 
dense collations. This one is more generous in that respect. The binding, 
contents and condition of each volume are set forth with minute detail at 
more or less length and after the manner it deserves, some are praised — 
many are not. It comprehends biographical features and other instructive 
N and agreeable matter concerning which as a remarkable truth the public at 
large are strangely ignorant. It shoilld appeal to and please many individual 
collectors who may wish for further knowledge of their own requirements. 

Viewed in its altogether it may be considered as a composite work about 
the constitution of a number of 15th and i6th century printed books and 
includes a vast array of information not forthcoming from any single 
authority but the growth of long and patient research along lines which the 
specialist in one or two subjects can have but little conception of.

The 15th century productions in this unique collection begin with the year 
1470 and run in unbroken sequence to its end. Of some years there is but 
one exemplar while of others there are several. Not only in every instance 
are they dated books, but in most cases contain additional factors, to-wit: 
name of Printer, Place where issued and Author. There will be found also 
quite a number covering dates from 1501 to 1591. 

The gatherance of my library of Incunabula was begun in a curious man- 
ner and without reference to any choice of subjects. 

Some twenty years ago while seeking data pertaining to ink phenomena of 
renaissance times to utilize in my work, "Forty Centuries of Ink," I pur- 
chased one of these books, because of the so called contemporary ink hand- 
writing on its wide margins, its floriated initials in several colors and the 
illuminated border on the opening page of the text. Later, I secured a few 
others of like character. Then it was, that it occurred to me to endeavor to 
collect a sequence of dated books commencing with the first dated one 
(1455). After many years of effort in that direction I have been forced to 
conclude that no successful completion of a private undertaking of such 
magnitude is possible. 

These relics of the past measure in size from a i6mo to an elephant folio. 

The genius and ability of the printer's art of the present day does not and 
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cannot surpass the craftsmanship displayed ©f the periods covered by dated 
books in this library. The paper, water marks, type, ink, illuminations, 
bindings and other evidence of a more skillful workmanship, even after the 
lapse of nearly four hundred and fifty years b»t emphasize the fact that 
those who were rocked in the very cradle of printing and at a time when 
the world of letters was just emerging from the darkness of a thousand years 
of ignorance and superstition, these "infants" with inadequate facilities and 
crude implements, their presses composed entirely of wood, to be raised or 
lowered by a common screw worked by a bar handle — a platten only half 
the size of the form, which required shifting every time an impression was 
made; paper to be manufactured strong enough to withstand frequent i^ 
handling — skin pelts as a substitute for ink rwlfrs, not then invented — 
these are but a few of the difficulties they surmounted in creating wonderful 
exemplars of a new Art, which will continue to be perpetuated long after 
many printed productions of the present day have disappeared. 

Many times I have been asked to dispose of particular books, but declined 
to disturb their sequence. They are now offered as a single monument.

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INTRODUCTION. 

Some twenty-five years ago while seeking data pertaining 
to ink phenomena of renaissance times to utilize in his work, 
"Forty Centuries of Ink," Mr. David N. Carvalho of New 
York City purchased one of the books in this collection be- 
cause of the so-called contemporary ink handwriting on its 
wide margins, its floriated initials in several colors and the 
illuminated border on the opening page of the text. Later 
he secured a few others of like character, and then it occurred 
to him that it would be well to collect a series of dated books, 
beginning with the first. He did not succeed in obtaining 
any with an earlier date than 1470, but he did secure an 
unbroken sequence of books printed from that year to the 
close of the Fifteenth Century. He also acquired fifty-five 
books printed between 1500 and 1591. In addition the cata- 
logue contains forty-one lots of carefully chosen bibliography 
and books about books. 

Mr. Carvalho 's collection of Incunabula is the largest that 
has ever come on the American market. As specimens of the 
work of many of the most famous printers of the early cen- 
turies, the books are exceedingly interesting and should prove 
welcome additions to public and private libraries. 

As Mr. Carvalho himself has said : ' ' The genius and ability 
of the printer's art of the present day does not and cannot 
surpass the craftsmanship displayed in the periods covered 
by dated books in this library.
